The Perſons therein concern'd, were no leſs than 
two Kings; one of the Kings of Judah at Jeruſalem, 
 Zedekiah; and the other the great King in Babylon, 
Nebuchadnezzar, in whoſe Time Ezekiel did live, and 
pronounce theſe Threatnings of the Lord; for he began 
his Propheſies in the Fifth Year after the Captivity of 
Jehoiachin, the Predeceſſor of Zedekiah, as you may ſee 
Exel.

he had broken, for Zedekiah did that which was evil 
in the fight of the Lord, according to all that Fehoiachin 
had done ; amongſt which is chiefly accounted, that 
he rebelled againſt the King of Babylon, 2 Kings xxiv 
19, 20.

Co- 
venants being ſworn to and concluded in his holy Name, 
before his holy Face 3 Nay he 1s called upon as Wit- 
neſs of it, and the Supream Guaranty, who ratifies the 
Covenant with his Threatnings and Promiſes, having. 
only Omniſcience to try the hearts and reins. of the 
Covenanters, and Qmnipotency. to execute upon them, 
what to the Sanctification and Ratification of it, hath, 
been promifed or threatned 5 which altogether having. 
particularly been obſerved in all theſe Circumſtances, 
in this Covenant our Text ſpeaks of, when Zedekich: 
had taken his Oath of Allegiance to the King of, Baby 
ion, in the Preſence of the Alwrighty, then after a pe- 
culiar manner viſible in the Moſes Holy of the Temple 
at Jeruſalem, where he hath ſworn by this holy GOD, 
as it is recorded in 2 Chron. xxxvi: 13. well may the 
Lord Almighty call it his own Oath and his Coveuamt. 
And thus all lawful Oaths and Covenants whatſo- 
ever are his, he being the only true and Supream, 
Judge, who hath both Faithfulneſs and Power to re- 
ward the Faithful, and to do juſtice to injured Man- 
kind ; upon whom all therefore do call in ſuch momen · 
tous and critical Caſes, and make him the chiefeſt 
Party of their Contratts, that they may be ſecured of 
one, that is true and ready to avenge their Cauſe in 
cafe they ſhould maliciouſly be deceived: by their per- 
fidtous, and ſometimes ſtronger Neighbour. . There- 
fore the very Heathens and wild Nations, out of the 
remaining Twi-light ſhining in them, and the _ of 
ature 
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their refuge on ſuch like Occaſions to their Gods: 
By them they have ſworn and ſtipulated their Coue- 
ants, and thus agreed herein with the reſt of Man- 
kind, but unhappily miſtaking the true God, and im- 
ploring their Idol wp inſtead of bis. Whereof we 
have ſo many evident Teſtimonies in Scripture it ſelf: 
When Moſes was oblig'd to deter the People of God 
from imitating theſe Nations, in this falſe Worſhip: 
When he tells them, that they ſhall take care to ſwear to, 
and to obey the only true God: Ard in all things, that 
I have ſaid unto you be circumſpect, and make no mention 
of the names of other Gods . neither: let it be heard out 
of thy mouth, in Exod. xxiii. 13. And again, Thox 
ſhalt fear the Lord thy God and ſerve him, and ſhalt ſwear 
by his Name. Te ſhall not go after other Gods, of the Gods 
of the people which are round about you For the Lord thy 
God ts. jealous among you, Deut. vi. 13, 14, 15. and 
therefore ſhews 1n another place 'the revealed Laws, 
expreſs and poſitive: Command: Thon ſhall fear the 
Lord thy God, bim ſhalt thou ſerve, and to hint ſhalt thou 
cleave, and ſwear by his Name, ibid. x. 20. ö 
Whereof to give further Proofs, the People of God 
uſed that remarkable Ceremony, Of lifting up their 
Hands towards Heaven; to ſignify; that they called on 
the true God, who hath made theſe Heavens and Earth, 
and governs all the viſible and inviſible Beings in it. 
Thus did, amongſt others in the days of the Promiſe, 
Abraham, when he had ſworn concerning the reſtitu- 
tion of the retaken Goods, to the King of Sodom, lift 
up his hand vnto the Lord, the moſt high God, the Poſſeſ- 
ſor of Heaven and Earth, Gen, xiv. 22. Thus did in 
the time of the Law the created Angel that appeared un- 
to Daniel, held up his right hand, and his left hand, 
unto Heaven, and ſware by him thut liveth for ever, Dan. 
xii. 7. and under the Goſpel the ' Arget that, was ren 
Bie ener SOME 
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Nature written in their heatts, have at all times taken Rom. -.

den of Men, and therefore might be accounted as un- 
yecefſary to make theſe Sigus and Proofs of Invoca. 
tion ; eſpecially by 9 rej 
Prayers aud Worſhip for the ſame reaſon, becauſe God 
knows our Warits, and hath Honour and Majeſty e- 


nough, without our worſhipping of him: Who thus 
L fubvert the Duties of the Creature to her 


ord and Creator, becauſe he does not ſtand in need 
of them wfien this fulneſs of Glory, and All- ſuffeiency 
in him, is the chiefeſt motive of Perſwaſion to adore and 
worſhip him. Thus do they likewiſe aukardly join their 


reaſonings here, and wrongly infer, the calling upon 


the Lord in an Oath to be needleſs, becauſe he knows 
and ſees all things. But let them rightly conſider, that, 
as all ſorts of Worſhip are not ſo much for the be- 


nefit of the Creator, as for the Comfort and Satisfu- 


Hon of the Creature, who in fulfilling its Duty re- 
ceives the greateſt Eaſe and Calmneſs of Mind, being 


the firſt ſtep to a real and  compleat Happineſs ; thus 


tikewiſe here, this Invocation of the Lord in an Oath 
is rather for the ſatisfaction of the Covenanters, to 
have (as it is already intimated) a faithful and powerful 


Guaranty and judge in Heaven to puniſn in his 


Righteouſneſs the Aggreſſor, and when no Mortal will, 
nor can, avenge the faithful Part vg. 
For which reaſon we actually find in the grea teſt 


Cove- 


them who reject all manner of 
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Covenants of all Times, this righteous God as judge 
and Witneſs; for x elearer Demonſtration — 
the Covenanters did uſe, beſides the above. mentioned 

Ceremony, theſe moſt noted Expreſſions: The Lord 
do this or that unto me (if 1 do not ſtand to my 
promiſe) be Lord be witneſs between thee" and me 
&o. Thus was expreſt the Covenant between La- 
ban and Jacob, when they parted in \peave from the 
Mount Gilead, and ſware to one another, and the Lord 
was called upon as a Witneſs between themſelves and 
their Poſterity, in the following emphatical Form: The 
Lord watch betten me and thee. ben we are abſent one 
from another, if thou ſhalt aſſlid my Deaugbierc, or if 
thou ſhalt take other Wives beſddes my Danghters; no Man 
i* with u, [& God is 'Clitnels betwirt me and ther, 
and the God of Abrabam, and the God of Nahor, the God 
F their Father, judge betwirt us; as you may read 
with more Circumſtances, Gen. xxxi. 44, 54. And 
of the like nature was the Oath of Dævid and Fora- 
than, when they made that everlaſting Covenant between 
themſelves and their Poſterity for ever: Aud touching 
the matter which thou and I have ſpoken of (or ſworn to) 
ſaid Jonathan, behold the Load be between thee and me 
fo? eber; and then concluded, faying unto David, Go 
in peace, foraſmuch as we have ſworn both of ws, in the 
Name of the Lord, ſaying, the Lord be between me and 
thee, and between my Sted-and thy Steed fo2 ever, 
1 Sam. xx. 23, 42. And thus did they all of them ſwear 
by, and in, the Holy Name of the LivingGod. 

A thing ſo abſolutely neceſſary, after the Fall, where 
Men are ſinſul and malicious, inclined to Evil and De- 
ceitfulneſs, where no Truſt could be put into one ano» 
ther, eſpecially in things of moment, where none 
would ſtand to their Agreements and Covenants, 
were it not for ſuch a ſtrong Obligation of a Sacred 
Oathz in the Preſence of the All- ſeeing Cod, the Je 
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of Heaven and Earth: And his Vicegerent within our 
ſelves, our own Conſciences, which are continually a- 
wake, forewarning, admoniſhing,and deterring all Mor. 
tals from ſuch Sacrilegious Acts, tho' never ſo much ah. 
ſconded and remote from the Sight and Knowledge of 
Men; and therefore is the only Thing under Heaven 
that keeps up {till a Reverence to Truth and Faithfulneſs, 
in the depraved Hearts of Mankind ; the only Pledge 
of Aſſurance between Men and Men, and the only 
meant to maintain Human Societies, and to tie King. 
doms and Nations together, eſpecially, required amongſt 
the greateſt of the Earth, the Kings and Princes; they 
being otherwiſe boundleſs, and no Body able to oblige 
them to Faithfulneſs in their Treaties, but fach a &. 
cred Oath before their Spream Judge, the King of Kings, 
and Lord of Lords, by whom they will once, like other 

Mortals, ſtand or fall. 5 | 
And therefore the moſt Holy and moſt Sacred amongſt 
all Human Tranſactions, becauſe therein is thus nearly 
concern d, as a third Party, the oſs Holy; becauſe it 
is perform'd in his oſt Holy Preſence, and in his Holy 
Name; but at the ſame time moſt reedful in the Society 
of Men, to keep up a mutual Converſation amongſt 
them, whereby they may, in weighty Affairs, con- 
fide in the Promiſes of each other, Neighbour and 
Neighbour, Native and Stranger, have a fair Corre- 
ſpondence; and whole Cities, Countries, Republicks, 
and Kingdoms, and all forts of Communities whatſoever, 
ſubſiſt, and the common Intereſt of all be preſerved; 
and without which all this ſhould naturally fink down 
at once, and no room for Human Societies be left; all 
Obligations from the higheſt to the meaneſt ceaſe 3 and 
thus the harmonious Order of this World turn'd into 
rebellious Atheiſm,and a diſmal Confuſion of Incertitude. 
And, by conſequence, the more zbominable is the 
Crime, and the more Heinous the Offender, that dares 
venture

venture to break ſuch an univerſal Obligation and ſa- 
cred Bond: The more damnable is the Sin, and with 
the more Indignation is the Perjured look d upon, by 
the moſt Holy God, by his own impartial Conſcience, 
and the reſt of Men; for he commits a three-fold, un- 
pardonable Sin: Firſt, againſt himſelf, his own Con- 
ſcience, and. that light of Conviction that brightly 
ſhines pvithin him; againſt the Law of Nature written 
in his own Heart, that evidently and faithfully ad- 
moniſhes, nay, draws him almoſt with violence to 
the contrary, a Sin almoſt of the ſame Nature with 
that which is committed againſt the Holy Ghoſt, and 
not to be forgiven : In the Second Place, does he 
blaſpheme the Holy Name of God, upon whom he 
ſo devoutly calls, when upon his Oath he deſpiſes his 
All-ſeeing Omnipreſence; as if he that planted the Ear Pl. xciv.. 
could not hear, and he that formed the Eye could not ſee. 9. 
In the Third. Place, does he fin in particular againſt 
his Neighbour, whom he thus deſignedly and ſhame- 
fully deceives 3 nay, his Crime goes on againſt the 
univerſal World, becauſe he preſumes to undervalue 
that which is the Sacred, and only, Bond, to keep: 
Mankind in Unity together, and to preſerve the gene- 
ral Welfare; and therefore unworthy the Converſa- 
tion of Men, deſerves to be baniſht, with Shame and 
Confuſion, the Society of the Living. | 

For which reaſon the Law every where thunders 
out Threatnings againſt them, and the Lord, eſpecial- 
ly in our Text-Chapter, ſhows his juſt” Reſentments- 
upon them, in denouncing his dreadful Jadgments; 
from the 15th Verſe, in this moſt Emphatical Expo- 
ſtulation: Shall he proſper ? Shall he eſcape that does ſuch 
things? Or ſhall he break the Covenant and be delivered ?
